Let’s not make it short- 
er by starting school before 
Labor Day. Starting school after 
Labor Day will allow families 
one last vacation together in our 
beautiful vacation wonderland,” 
said Rep.

City to 
post rules 
for park

While rules have been in 
place governing what people 
can do in the city park, Grayling 
City officials recently took steps 
to post the safety measures. 

The Grayling City Council at 
its last meeting passed rules and 
regulations governing al! munic- 
ipal park land in the City of 
Grayling. 

Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe said city officials were 
encouraged to adopt and post 
rules after a recent risk assess- 
ment was completed by the 
city’s insurance carrier. 

“We have had rules for the 
park, but they were not posted 
and nobody knew how they 
came about, so we’re just trying 
to clean it all up,” Lowe said. 
“By posting the rules, we are 
just giving an extra notice to 
people who use the park.” 

Under the rules, people can 
not consume or possess alco- 
holic beverages while in the 
park. 

Use and possession of fire- 
works and other explosives is 
also not allowed in the parks.

Oak mortality 
on the rise in 
Crawford 
County

Throughout Crawford 
County, residents are noticing 
apparently increasing amounts 
of dead or dying oaks. There is 
no question that oak mortality is 
on the rise, say experts. The real 
question Crawford County resi- 
dents should be worried about is 
whether these dead trees are a 
serious problem or just a result 
of nature taking its course. 

“There is oak wilt and there is 
also decline,” said DNR officer 
Susan Thiel, who has been mon- 
itoring the oak situation from 


the Grayling field office for, 


years. This statement suggest 
that oaks are dying from natural, 
normal causes, called decline, as 
well as from oak wilt, which is 
much different. 

Oak wilt is a fungal disease 
that affects the various types of 
oaks, including pin oaks, which 
are very cotrimon in Crawford 
County. It is invariably fatal and 
can kill the trees very quickly. It 
is spread over long distances b 
the picnic beetle. ; 

Also, an infected oak will

Lennon (Lenny) Kraus, returned 
in late March from his post with 
the 5th Brigade Combat Team, 
Ist Cavalry Division in southem 
Baghdad. 


The brothers were approxi- 


mately 20 miles apart and were 
able to visit each other twice dur- 
ing their tour. 

“Growing up we used to play 
games of ‘survival’ in the woods 
of Grayling,” said CPT Lenny 


Kraus, 28, of Miami, FL, “It was . 
a bit surreal to meet Mark over 


there doing this stuff for real.” 
SFC Mark Kraus’ mission with 
the I/119TH FA is to provide 
custody, control, and security of 
the over 3,000 detainees current- 
ly located at the infamous Abu 
Ghraib facility. His direct respon- 
sibilities are those of other 
Platoon sergeants; ensuring his 


_ soldiers welfare and safety. 


Mark oversees the supervision 
of soldier performances in 
assigned duties dealing with 


detainees while adhering to rules 


and regulations of the Geneva 
Convention. 

“Unfortunately the news has 
focused much attention to the 
infamous events of Abu ‘Ghraib 
in the past,” said SFC Mark 
Kraus, 3} of Novi, “People were 
sickened by what they saw in the 
pictures. I too was disturbed that 
fellow soldiers could lose ail 
bearing and humanity. Now it is 
much the opposite. If national 
security were not an issue, I'd 
welcome the cameras into our 
facility to see how things are 
done. There is nothing to hide.” 

Still, every day brings new 
challenges. 

“There is the stress of what 
will today bring here [at Abu 
Ghraib]?” said Mark, “But you 
give those thoughts about ten 
seconds, I have accepted that I 
need to trust myself and the sol- 
diers to do our jobs and let God 
do the rest.” 

The very little free time Mark 
gets is spent checking on his sol- 
diers at their posts and calling his 
wife, Jayme, back home in Novi. 
He communicates regularly with 
two fellow Grayling High School 


alumni who have also served Iraq _ 


as well as writing emails to 
friends and family back in the 
US. 

Care packages from home 
arrive about twice a month. Mark 
says he treasures the pictures sent 
of loved ones the most. 


“Pictures of my wife, other » 


family members, and our friends 
remind me of where I came 
from,” he said. “ I know that the 
decisions 1 make here will not 


_only affect those soldiers I lead, 


but those back home who count 
on me to do the right thing and 
make it home.” 

A piece of home was with 
Mark as he celebrated his 31st 
birthday on February 10. CPT 
Lenny Kraus had been planning 
on visiting his brother once he 
heard they’d be stationed close to 
each other. His chain of com- 
mand was very helpful and sup- 
portive in making that plan a

With a matter of timing, Lenny 
was able to get on a detainee 
transfer helicopter flight in and 
out of Abu Ghraib. He gave Mark 
his birthday present in person, 
season one of “Knight Rider” on 
DVD, one of their favorite televi- 
sion shows as kids. 

It was the first time the broth- 
ers had seen each other in over a 
year, 

“Everyone seemed impressed 
that he came to visit me,” said 
Mark. “I gave Lenny a tour of the 
facility and introduced him to 
some of the detainees whom I 
have a rapport with. After a short 
conversation with a. detainee, 
when he and I walked away, 
Lenny looked at me and said ‘we 
are so far from Grayling right 
now.’ This was very true.” 

The brothers spent the majori- 
ty of the day in Mark’s room, a 
cell in the old part of what was 
Abu Ghraib prison, hanging out 
and catching up. 

“Mark introduced me to many 
of the members of his company,” 
said Lenny. “My favorite memo- 
ry of the day was getting his sol- 
diers to sing Happy Birthday to 
him in the DFAC (dining facili- 


. ty.] It's always nice to see Mark 


blush.” 

Lenny’s mission while in 
Baghdad was to conduct full 
spectrum security and stability 
operations, increase security and 
improve essential services (such 
as water, electricity, and sewage) 
as well as promote economic plu- 
ralism and self-governance. 

“When we first got there, I 
wasn’t sure what to expect,” said 
Lenny. “We had extensive train- 
ing and cultural immersion class- 
es prior to going, but it never 
really hits you until your first 
mission in the country, Now [that 
I am back home] I’m proud of 
what we accomplished and the 
positive, tangible impact we had 
within our area of operations.” 

While deployed, Lenny stayed 
in touch with family and friends 
back home and received many 
care packages. 

“I was grateful for every letter, 
email, snickety-snack I received,” 
he said.

Lenny also received something 
else he was appreciative for in 
Iraq: the Bronze Star for his 
actions while stationed in 
Baghdad. The bronze star is 
given to soldiers who distin- 
guished themselves by heroic or 
meritorious achievement or serv- 
ice. 

Mark was able secure a flight 
out of the prison into Baghdad to 
watch his brother receive the 
medal. 

“YT was so grateful to have Mark 
there,” said Lenny. “He was at 
my commissioning six years ago 
and rendered my first salute. To 
have him there at the end of my 
tour was truly memorable.” 

“I was very proud of (Lenny,]” 
said Mark. “He is an ace in the 
hole for anything he does.” 

Now back on US soil and 
awaiting his discharge from the 
Army, Lenny is looking forward 
to moving on with his career 
plans. In the fall he begins pursu- 
ing his law degree at the 
University of Miami, FL with 
hopes to practice maritime law in 
the state. 

“Tt’s hard [being back] not hav- 
ing the full closure of leaving,” 
said Lenny. “Until Mark makes it 
back, I’ A be reading every head- 
line and‘worrying for him.” 

Mark is due back in December, 
with an anticipated two week 
leave coming this summer. The 
brothers are planning on meeting 
up in Michigan during his break. 


- They will be joined by many 


family members, including the 
rest of their siblings, younger sis- 
ter Leone of San Francisco, CA 
and older brother John of Miami, 
FL Mark has yet to meet the 
newest member of his family, 
niece Maia, born in February to 
John and his wife Alexandra. 

In the meantime, Mark wants 
the people back home in 
Michigan to know that the sol- 
diers are doing great things and 
that they all appreciate the sup- 
port they have been receiving.

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MINNESOTA HAS been in the news 
lately because its state government had 
trouble adopting a budget this year, 
résulting in temporary layoffs and cur- 
tailment of services. 

Of course, cooler heads finally pre- 
Vailed, and Minnesota state government 
went back into full swing shortly after a 
temporary withdrawal down to basic 
operations. 

But Minnesota is not the only state to 
have endured budgeting problems. 

Michigan, too, experienced its own 
“payless payday” almost a half century 
Ago. 

It grew out of strong philosophical dif- 
ferences between a newly emergent 
Michigan Democratic Party, headed by 
Democratic Gov. G. Mennen (Soapy) 
Williams, which was finding new 
strengths in big cities and big labor 
unions, and old guard Republicans, 
tainly from rural areas and small towns, 
who held solid control in both houses of 
the legislature, where they had ruled 
almost uninterrupted since Great 
Depression days.

It seemed as if anything Gov. Williams 
sought, senate Republicans opposed, 
especially when it came to taxes or 
spending. 

Michigan Republicans generally 
believed Gov. Williams was only a pass- 
ing fancy with Michigan voters ever 
since he was first elected in 1948, and 
would quickly pass from the scene, 
which was a classic misreading of public 
opinion and changing trends, of course. 

* * * 

THE ULTIMATE showdown came in 
early 1959, The governor and legislature 
were at a budget stalemate. Both sides 
were aware that unless someone backed 
down, state employees would go without 
paychecks on a certain Friday payday. 

Gov. Williams at the time, as he had 
consistently since his first term, was 
pushing for a personal income tax as the 
answer to Michigan’s persistent money 
woes, and legisiative Republicans would 
have none of that idea. If they had to 
levy taxes of any kind, GOP lawmakers 
liked the sales tax. 

Again, as in the Minnesota stalemate, 


politics held sway and Michigan 


endured its then-famous payless payday. 


It was a phony but effective political 
tactic, however, because all paychecks 
-were valid on the following Monday, © 
and no services actually were cut and no 
state employee ever lost a dime. 


But Michigan was enduring tough © 


economic times in the late 1950s, much - 
as it is today. Jokes were made about. 
Michigan and the Rust Belt, or the new’ 
drink, Michigan on the Rocks, 


or the 
wa ly 


partisan version, Soapy on the Rocks. ” 


The last person leaving Michigan was 
urged to turn out the lights. And so it 
went, 

* * * 

MICHIGAN’S OVERNIGHT “pay- 
less payday” played right into the hands 
of Michigan detractors, and other states 
competing for economic growth: 

It also gave fodder to those 
Republicans who wanted to tarnish the 
image of Mr. Williams, who was a rising 
star of the national Democratic Party, 
champion of big tabor unions, and dar- 
ling of what many called the liberal left. 


“A year later, there was an important 
presidential election. Soapy Williams 
had been touted by many in his own 
party as a possible candidate for presi- 
- dent, Of course, John F. Kennedy finally 
won the 1960 Democratic’ nomination — 


after an. important, warni early-cam- 


paign endorsement by Michigan’ s own 
Gov. Williams. | 7 


Michigan ‘Republicans had fun with | 
their own anti-Williams campaigning: ' 
State Sen. Carlton Morris of Kalamazoo _ 


chaired ‘the senate tax committee, and 
was instrumental in sinking the Williams 
income tax proposals. : 


“Sen. Morris was proud of his role,’ 
whatever it might have been, in bringing — 
‘ about Michigan’s “payless payday” by 
his staunch opposition to the income tax. 


He even tried to parlay his anti-tax 
fame into higher office, mounting a race 
for governor one year as “the man who 


torpedoed the income tax” in Michigan, . 


and campaigned all over Michigan with 
a-mock torpedo fastened atop his cam- 
paign car. His bid for governor fell far 
short, and eventually he lost his state

senate seat, too. 
. It’s ironic that Michigan’s first, 
Republican governor after the “payless 


payday, ” Gov. George Romney, in 1965 


‘was the leader who finally guided the 
personal income tax through a still-

merely adjust the tax rate enough up or 
down to cover the shortage or reduce the 
surplus.

Preventing Oak Wilt

and squirrels can cause trees to 
lose their leaves, it is oak wilt 
that is a major concern in both 
Crawford and Roscommon coun- 
ties. 

Oak wilt is a fungal disease 
that infects both red and’ white 
oaks. fungal colonies develop in 
oaks, after spores moving with 
sap lodge in the water conducting 
system of the tree. ‘The infected 
tree reacts to the disease by pro- 
ducing gums and resins. It is 
both the formation of cdfonies 
and the production of resiffs that 
cause the water conducting sys- 
tem to become plugged, killing 
the tree. 

The first signs of the oak wilt 
appear toward the top of the tree. 


« Leaves will turn dull green or’ 
brown starting from the edges 


and moving inward, leaves may 
also curl or wilt. Defoliation and 
begins at the 


oaks seem to'be more resistant to 
the disease and can take years to 


~“:die. Red oaks however are not as 


tolerant of the disease; the result 
is a rapid shutdown and death 
within as little as three weeks.

This mat contains spores or the 
disease. Picnic beetles are 
attracted to the fruity wine like 
smell of the mats and either feed 
on or tunnel through the mats 
covering their bodies with the 
spores, Since the beetles are sap 


feeders they are attracted to the 


fresh wounds of trees. Oak wilt 
spores fall off the beetle onto the 
fresh wound infecting the tree. 
Oak wilt can spread over long 
distances through beetle trans- 
mission. Once the disease has 


‘entered one oak tree others in the 


stand will be infected through 
interconnected root systems. 
Although bodies of water, roads 


‘or buildings can act as barriers, 


depending on soil type the dis- 
ease can spread 100 feet or more 
through root grafts. Little can be 
done for trees once it is infected 
with oak wilt. Expensive fungi- 
cides may be applied by a 
licensed applicator, but they must 
be used before or shortly after the 
tree(s) have been infected. For 
most landowners prevention and 
containment are the best treat- 
ment, 

Prevention of oak wilt is the 
easiest and most cost efficient 
means to control the disease. 


‘The picnic beetles are most 
active during April through July; 


simply not pruning your oaks 
during this time frame will pre- 


vent the spread.,of, the disease. | 


Sometimes oaks | may become | 
wounded from storms or by care- 
less use of lawn equipment (e.g. 
weed trimmers, lawn mowers, 
etc.). wounds found on oaks, 
during the months of April 
through July, should be dressed 
with a commercially available 
tree paint to deter the picnic bee- 
tles from feeding on the sap. 
Once oak wilt is found in a 
Stand, containment measures 
must be taken to prevent its 
spread. Root grafts must be sev- 
ered to break up inter-tree con- 
nections, This is done by the 
used of a vibratory plow or a 
cable plow. Plows that are the 
most effective are those that have 
a five foot or longer blade. 
Placement of the plow lines is 


important to the containment of 


the disease; lines need to be 
placed far enough from the 
infected tree(s) to contain the dis- 
ease. Only after the roots have 
been severed should the oaks be 
cut. . 

The cutting of an infected tree 
that is still alive may actually 
increase the rate of the spread. 
Once the trees have been cut the 
wood should not be removed 
from the site until it has been 
debarked, chipped or split and 
dried. These steps will prevent 
the development of spore mats 
and the transmission of me dis- 
ease.

Income limit to defer summer taxes modified 


The Michigan General 
Property Tax Act has been 
amended with Public Act 24 of 
2005 to allow certain citizens, 
including senior citizens, veter- 
ans and persons with disabilities, 
to defer their summer property 
taxes if they have a household 
income below $35,000.

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2005 is the year to follow the race to the end 


The Le Mans run to the river for the 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon has 
been called the most thrilling start of any 
sports event. More than 10,000 people 
jam the Grayling streets and riverbanks 
to watch teams sprint to the river a 
ing canoes. 

For this year’s race, the real excite- 
ment could come at the end. 

A dramatic duel between the two top 
teams — Serge Corbin-Jeff Kolka and 
Andy Triebold-Matt Rimer — is expect- 
ed. Canve race fans have been buzzing 
about the previous battles at the Triple 
Crown races—the three biggest canoe 
races in the world. 

At the first Triple Crown race this 
year, the General Clinton in New York, 
Corbin-Kolka beat out Triebold-Rimer 
by two seconds. In a race that took them 
both more than eight hours to finish, the 
winning margin was less than the length 
of one of the sleek, carbon-fiber racing 
canoes. 

At last year’s AuSable Marathon — 
the second of the Triple Crown races — 
Triebold and Steve Lajoie knocked off 
eight-time defending champions Corbin 


and Kolka by 13 seconds. 

At last year’s La Classique in Quebec 
— the third of the Triple Crown races — 
Triebold and Lajoie triumphed by one 
minute and 21 seconds over defending 
champions Corbin-Kolka. 

Although the average margin of victo- 
ry at the AuSable Marathon has been 
more than 14 minutes over its 57-year 
history, for this year, race fans are look- 
ing for another close finish. 

“It will be interesting, said Marcia 
Koppa, one of the race organizers. “This 
gives Serge and Jeff a challenge that 
they haven’t had in many years.” 

Koppa said she is pushing for Serge in 
this battle of old versus young because 
she is in his age range. “It’s such a multi- 
faceted race. You need to know the river, 
you have to have good endurance condi- 
tioning, and you need a lot of racing 
knowledge. It takes a combination of 
many things. No one strong person can 
do it alone.” 

Expecting to compete for the top five 
spots are the teams of Rick Joy-Biil 
Torongo (who have raced a combined 
total of 49 Marathons), former champion 


Jim Harwood-Al Limberg, Clark Kent- 
Tim Valco and John Sullivan-Steve 
Watson. 

The mixed division, which has been 
giving fans close races for several years 
in a row, may be wide open this year. 
Fight teams are entered. The 2002 
Marathon mixed team champion Barb 
Bradley (with Al Limberg) is racing with 
Jim Larsen. Lynne Witte, the Marathon 
mixed team record-holder (with Jim 


. Myers), is racing with Nathan Winkler. 


Gloria Wesley, who finished second in 
the: 2004-mixed race, is competing with 
Gary Aprea. Lynn Capen, the first 
woman to finish in the top ten, is teamed 
with Steven, Landick, who crossed the 


finish line first in 1989 (but lost out 


because of a ten-minute penalty). Karine 
Pellerin, competing in her first 
Marathon, is teamed with Joe Shaw, an 
eighth place finisher last year. Kate Ellis, 
competing in her second Marathon, is 
racing with Todd Ellison. Stephanie 
Larson, also competing in her second 
Marathon, is racing with Jeff DeFeo. 
Alison Scott, competing in her first 
Marathon, is racing with Jim Bauer.

Cannon, the Marathon women’s team 
record holder, is racing with Amy Solak, 
competing in her sixth Marathon. They 
are the only women’s team entered this 
year. 
_ For the masters division (both racers 
40 and older), Corbin, 48, and Kolka, 46, 
are the favorites. Corbin and Kolka hold 
the record for masters at 14:08:18. 
Seventeen other teams are competing for 
the masters’ prize money and records. 

For the seniors division, four teams 
are competing for the top three prizes 
and for records. The current record hold- 
ers are Bob Bradford, 62, and Al 
Widing, Sr., 80, who raced to a 15:21:22 
time in 1999. They will be challenged 
this year by the teams of Fred Mills, 51, 
and Joe Seifert, 53, who won the seniors 
division at La Classique last year; Frank 
Smutek, 71, a three-time national cham- 


- pion last year, and Rejean Huard, 63, the 


executive director of La Classique who 
is competing in his seventh Marathon; 


and the mixed team of Landick and 


Capen. 

In the amateur division, it will be a 
two-team race with Mark Noorman, 
competing in his fourth Marathon, 
paired with Troy Winters, competing in 
his first Marathon. Frank Taber, racing 


in his 16th Marathon, is paired with 


Frank Bailey, competing in his first 
Marathon. 

If you have watched the exciting 
beginning of the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon but have never made it to the 
finish line, this is the year to follow the 
race all the way to Oscoda.

While the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon has been a showcase for 
many types of inspirational feats, 
perhaps no other racer can top the 
extraordinary career of 80-year-old 
Al Widing Sr. 

During the 57 years of this gruel- 
ing event, amazing Al has raced in 
more Marathons than anyone else. 
Plus, he holds every Marathon age 
record from 65 to 78 — more age 
records than any other paddler in the 
history of the race. 

His achievements span decades. 

At age 39 in 1964, Al — teamed 
with his brother Pat Widing — took 
the first of three 2nd place finishes 
in a row with a time of 15:27:17. 

He achieved the Iron Paddler 
award (for finishing ten Marathons) 
in 1968 at age 43. 

In 1988, at 63, Al set the record 
for the oldest paddler to finish in the 
top ten (8th) with nephew Nathan 
Widing, 27, in 17:01:28. 

In 1991, and at age 66, he and 
Grant Spalding, 27, finished in 
15:35:00 — Al’s third fastest time. 

In 1997, at 72, Al set his cighth 
Marathon age record, finishing with 
his brother Leroy Widing, 67, in 
16:53:30 and beating 25 other teams 


— including 15 that didn’t complete 


the race. | 

In 1999, at 74, he and Bob 
Bradford, 56, took 15th place with a 
time of 15:21:22 — the fastest finish 
of Al’s career. 

In 2003, Al and Don Brooks, 34, 
of Midland claimed 29th place in 
16:40:58 in a Marathon in which 16 
of the 65 teams did not finish. 

Ranked !6th on the all-time 
points list with 770 career points, he 
paddled to top ten finishes over an 
amazing span of more than three 
decades. 

His [1 top ten finishes include 
three times in 2nd place, two times 
in 3rd place, two times in 4th place, 
two times in 5th place, one time in 


6th place and one time in 8th place: 


Al has 33 official Marathons 
under his belt — more than anyone 
else — and he remembers doing the 
°53. and °54 Marathons with his 
younger brother Leroy although the 
race programs and newspaper arti- 
cles those years include no mention 
of their team. 

Still, he is tied with veteran 
Marathoner Rick Joy for the most 
finishes at 26, and he has the second 
longest active Marathon paddling 
career (49 years/1955-2004) behind 
fellow racer Frank Smutek (52 
years/1952-2004). 

With just a few exceptions, he 
missed the big race only in the 
1970’s and the early ‘80’s because 
he was “too busy — my business was 
going great guns.” Even so, three 
times during that era he and son Al 
Jr. got into the race “without the 
practice we needed, but we wanted 
to stay in contact. And once in a 
while, we did some shorter races,”

said Al. 

When he competed for the first 
time, several of his latter day part- 
ners had not even been born yet. His 
first teammates, as well as Leroy, 
included his youngest brother Pat 
and early champion Stan Hall. 

Pat died two and a half years ago. 
Hall, a two-time Marathon winner 
(1967 and 1968) who lives in 
Oscoda, no longer competes in the 
race. Leroy, at 75, doesn’t race any- 
more, but “he’s always interested — 
he calls me up all the time and 
would like to come do my last race 
with me,” said Al. 


A tough, yet humble, 


competitor 

While he is a tough and deter- 
mined competitor and a perennial 
crowd favorite, Al remains humble 
and modest about his Marathon 
accomplishments. 

“To me, I can’t see anything 
exceptional,” he said in 1997, 
“Anybody who wants to could get 
out and do it. I’m just a common 
— no exceptional fellow.” 

But his personal and racing histo- 
ry tell a different story. 

Al grew up on a farm. He was 
drafted into the Navy and served on 
a destroyer during World War I. He 
owned and ran his own construction 
business. And in 1953, he discov- 
ered marathon canoe racing. 

Al said he and Leroy (of Port 
Clinton) saw an article in The Flint 
Journal about a week and a half 
before the ’53 race that “they were 
having a marathon on the AuSable 
River. 

“We had never been in a canoe 
before. It just sounded interesting to 
us,” said Al. “We bought a 16-foot 
Old Town canoe that weighed about 
80 pounds for $25. It was pretty old 
when we got it. We didn’t know 
anything. We trained for one to two 
hours a night but never practiced on 
the AuSable. We were farm guys, in 
the construction business, and we 
thought we were pretty tough. 

“We found out we weren’t that 
tough. That year they started canoes 
at intervals. Early in the race our 
light picked up Ralph Sawyer (an 
eight-time Marathon champ in the 
1950’s and ‘60’s) coming out of a 
cut with a big grin on his face. He 
probably cut off five to six minutes. 
The fellows who knew the river 
could do this type of thing.” 

The Widing brothers punched a 
hole in their canoe, and soon Leroy 
had water up to his ankles. They 
thought they would be disqualified 
if they got out and dumped the 
canoe. 
were,” he said. 

By the time they hit McKinley

Bridge, “Leroy nearly had 
hypothermig,” so they pulled out. 
“T think we could: have finished 


the race if we hadn’t had the leak,” 
said Al. Still, “it was a disaster.” 

However, by 1956, Al and Leroy 
not only finished the Marathon; they 
came in fifth place. “But back then 
there were only 15 to 18 canoes in | 
it,” he said. 

Al said that, beginning in 1955, 
the brothers often came to. the 
AuSable on weekends to practice 
for the race. They would drive up 
from downstate, drop off their 
canoe, return to Mio to spot the car 
and return to Grayling — on foot. 

“We walked back from Mio. It 
used to be a gravel road,” he said. 
“We didn’t know anybody up here. 
We came up and put the canoe in at 
Ray’s; then we'd take the car down 
(to Mio) and hitchhike back. This 
was late in the evenings. A lot of the 
times we’d walk and run, walk and 
run — then we’d paddle down to 
Mio. Sometimes we’d get a ride, but 
traffic was not very heavy back 
then. Once a guy delivering oil | 
picked us up by McMasters and 


. dropped us at Ray’s — we thought 


that was pretty neat.” 

He followed the same training 
pattern in the years he raced with 
son Al Jr. 

“Once the police picked him up 


. and brought him back — they were 


kind of leery of him. After that, we 
started carrying a paddle with us 
when we walked back,” he said. 
Although AI has lived in Mio with 
his wife Dot for over 25 years, he 


came from the Flint area ~ Holly, 


Linden and Fenton — where they 


reared six children and he ran a con- 


struction business, Al Widing- 
Builder and Contractor. After he 
semi-retired in 1979, he and Dot 
moved to Mio. 

“T always wanted a place on the 
river, but I didn’t have the money,’ 
he said. “The AuSable has always 
been my favorite river and was the 
main attraction to the race.” 

A simple training routine 

Al’s training routine through the 
years has been pretty simple, and he 
said he isn’t sure how he has been 
able to stay in shape over his 50- 
year Canoeing career. | 

“Maybe it’s the paddling that 
does it. I practice a lot in a C-I. I 
used to run a Jot, but now I can’t.” 

A fall he took two years ago off a 
roof while helping to set trusses on 
a ten-foot wall put an end to his run- 
ning, 

“The boom swung around and 
knocked me off. I lit on a two-by- 
four, twisted my ankle and broke the

fibula,” he said. 

Al seems to always have had a wiry 
strength that comes, perhaps, from a life- 
time of regular physical labor. When 
sons Al Jr. and Galen began helping him 
in the construction business by pounding 
nails when they were 11-12 years old, he 
restrained them from lifting anything 
heavy until they were 18. The heavy 
work he kept for himself. 

For one job, he carried a 22-foot-long 
J-beam alone. “The guy delivered them 
to the road 200 feet from where we need- 
ed them. I asked Al Jr. and Galen if they 
could take one on their shoulders. They 
did, and that left the long one for me. I 
got on one end and carried it to the 
house.” 

His work in the construction business 
was not without its inherent dangers. In 
1974, he fell from the attic of a two-story 
house. three floors down to the basement. 

“That just about did me under,’ he 
admits. My wife told me that in the 
ambulance (that transferred him from 
Howell to McLaren Hospital in Flint), 
the guy working on me said, “You better 
step it up; I’m losing him.’ He brought 
me back before we got to the hospital, 
then he said, ‘I’m losing him again.’ Al 
Jr. was following the ambulance, and he 
said, ‘When the guy stepped up to over 
100, I knew it was serious.” 

Despite breaking multiple bones, Al 
obviously has survived to go on to more 
adventures, racing and otherwise. 

On a winter trip, a spare tire on his and 
Dot’s motor home blew up and injured 
him in Del Rio, Texas. 

“Roy was with me. . .. | had my head 
turned to talk to him. That’s what saved 
me. The top of the sidewall blew out and 
hit me right here on the side of the face,”

he said, pointing to his temple. “It blew 
me right through the air straight out. I 
didn’t know what happened. It turned the 
lights out just like that. Roy saved me 
with CPR. We both had gone to classes.” 

And he keeps training for the 


Marathon by paddling from Grayling to 


Mio or Camp Ten several times each 
summer and by competing in other 
races. 

“T’m usually the oldest guy in the 
MCRA (Michigan Canoe Racing 
Association),” he said. 

“Al is one of America’s finest senior 
athletes,” said John B. Cook, Marathon 
historian. “At the age of 80, he will 
extend his record as the oldest person to 
ever compete in the Marathon. Even 
though he came within ten minutes: and 
12 seconds of winning in 1966, he has 
finished 2nd three times and has 11 fin- 
ishes within the top eight places, it has 
been the last 15 years of his carcer that 
have brought the most media attention to 
him and the Marathon.” 

On Saturday evening, Al will hook up 
again with Bob Bradford, a fit and com- 
petitive 62-year-old, and take a shot at 
his first Marathon as an octogenarian. 

And, as in every Marathon, his multi- 
tude of fans will cheer and applaud him 
at all the observation points along the 
120 miles of the race. 

Then, after the 2005 Marathon has 
ended, whether it was or was not his 
final race will be irrelevant. Al’s legend 
is alive, and it will live on with or with- 
out him in a race canoe on the AuSable. 

“Al Widing Sr. has become an icon of 
the AuSable River Canoe Marathon,’ 
said Cook. “He will be remembered as 
long as there is a Marathon, and it is 
unlikely many of his recone will ever be 
matched.”

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Advice for fi rst-time fans - 


How to follow the Marathon 


The AuSable River Canoe Marathon 
is called the world’s toughest spectator 
race for a reason. Depending upon the 
teams you're following, the race can 
take you as much as 19 hours over 100 
road miles through the night and follow- 
ing day ~ sometimes in rain, fog, thun- 
derstorms and/or stifling heat. And then 
you have to drive home. 

Large crowds of fans follow the top 
teams from timing point to liming point 
as they battle for the lead. At the early 
bridges, you may have to park a half- 
mile away, then hurry to catch the lead- 
ers before they pass by. But here is 
another way for beginners to enjoy the 
Marathon. And please, whether you’re a 
first-timer or an experienced fan, play it 
safe and resist the urge to rush. 

START — Make sure you have a full 
tank of gas. Park your. vehicle on the 
north side of the river, close to Michigan 
Avenue, (Parking is available at the ele- 
mentary schools on Michigan Avenue 
next to Mercy Hospital.) Although M- 
72, on the south side of the river, is a 
good route out of town, there will be 
fewer people on the north side (North 
Down River Road). 


Go to the pre-race activitics at Ray’s 


Canoe Livery. There you get a fecl that 
this is a crazy race, plus an idea about 
the tough spectators who follow it. 

Select a spot on the bank opposite 
Ray’s to watch the start of the race. After 
the cannon booms, the best teams usual- 
ly reach the river first. Watch all the 
teas jump in the river. Immediately 
afterward, some people will be running 
to their cars, but you have time to just 
walk to your vehicle. 

STEPHAN BRIDGE — Your first 
viewing spot will give you a taste of the 
party atmosphere of the race. Take your 
time leaving Grayling. Go on Michigan 
Avenue to North Down River Road and 
head east. Go beyond the intersection of 
Stephan Bridge and North Down River 
Road, park as far off the road as possible 
facing cast, the direction you will head 
next. Then walk to the bridge. 

You'll probably reach Stephan 30-45 
minutes before the first canoes come 
through, about 10:15 p.m. Although the 
bridge will have a large light illuminat- 
ing il, bring a flashlight for the walk 
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back to your car. When you arrive early 
to a site such as this one, you have your 
choice of prime viewing spots. 
Alternate where you stop to watch. At 
one site, select a place where you can 
sec far upstream. At the next site, go 


down to the river level beneath the’ 


bridge or along the shore for a closer 
view. Dom view from directly beneath 
the crowds as fans can accidentally spill 
or drop things. 

You'll find quite a few. other fans 
already there. Ask knowledgeable peo- 


ple questions about the race and the pad-_ 


dlers. Sometimes you can sit next to the 


official timers, but don’t talk to them. 


when the canoes are going past. 
At Stephan, watch all the canoes go 
by even though the leaders will be as far 


-as 50 minutes ahead of the last teams. 


Although other fans will rush off after 
the leaders are through to catch them at 
Wakeley Bridge, you will jump ahead to 
McMasters Bridge just in time to reach 
it before the leaders at 11:45 p.m. 
McMASTERS BRIDGE — Park 
along the shoulder of the road on the 


-north side of the river. Because you are 


staying to watch all the canoes go by, the 
crowds will be thin when you leave. 
Wait to turn around when you leave. 
McMasters has traditionally been the 
loudest, wildest bridge-viewing spot for 
the racc. A few canoes may not have 
beaten the four-hour cut-off time (1 


a.m.) to McMasters and will have been 
disqualified. 
MIO DAM -— After you leave 


McMasters, head to Mio Dam. Park on 
the north side of the bridge over M-72 
and walk to the dam viewing areca where 
the big lights are set up. You'll need a 
flashlight. Mio Dam is considered the 
“hump” of the Marathon with canocs 
passing by between 2:05 and 4 a.m. 
Most teams that make it to Mio under 
the seven-hour cut-off time will finish 
the race. 

The temperature can be 10-15 degrees 
colder on the bottom of Mio Dam, so 


consider wearing warmer clothes here. , 


This is the last place you'll watch all the 
racers go by until the finish. 

ALCONA DAM -— The jump-ahead 
from Mio to Alcona Dam sometimes lets 
you take a 30- to 40-minute nap before 


the first paddlers come iheciigh around 
5:20 am. Dawn greets you here. Hot 
coffee is usually sold in the parking area 
by the dam, and many fans bring out 
what they brought for breakfast. You'll 
see most of the canoes go through, but at 
7 a.m., you need to leave. 

FIVE CHANNELS DAM - Five 
Channels has a beautiful view on the 
north side of the river. You can see the 
racers paddle, portage down the stecp 


hill and go beneath the two bridges. You 
‘can walk over to’ get a close-up view of 
the teams running down the portage, | 


beginning around 7:30 a.m. The morn- 


ing dew and water spilled on the grass 


by canoes make the slope more slippery 


‘than usual, so take care. The race for the 


top five spots will likely be heating up, 
so leave by 8 a.m. 

COOKE DAM - Often the morning 
heat will start to build up here, and fans 
will switch from their night-time clothes 
to something more summery. At Cooke, 
you can usually tell who has followed 
the race all night and who is joining the 
event after a good night’s sleep. The 
leaders will be coming through around 
8:30 a.m. If you’re enjoying the race 
among the Ieadets,!leave by 9:15 a.m. If 
you want to stayilonger, skip Foote Dam 
and leave at 10:30 a.m. for the finish line 
in Oscoda. ., 

FOOTE DAM ~ The leaders will hit 
Foote around 9:40 a.m. The steep 
portage at Foote Dam ts sometimes the 
scene of an all-out sprint among teams 
for top spots. 

OSCODA -— Starting around 11 a.m., 
the finish area is a stage for a wide range 
of human emotions among racers and 
supporters — from jubilation to disap- 
pointment, from satisfaction to anger. 
The spot where the paddlers disembark 
from their boats is farther downstream 
and offers a more interesting show than 
the finish line across the river. 

THE WHOLE RACE —- The most 
important tip for the entire Marathon is 
to make safety your priority. Driving all 
night on two-lane roads and then driving 
home after staying up all night is dan- 
gcrous. Many fans stay in Oscoda, at 
camp grounds or in motels. Others make 
arrangements for fresh fans to drive 
them home.

. The Ausable River Challenge 
Races, designed for amateurs, are 
scheduled to start at 4:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, July 30. Two-person 
teams will race from Ray’s Canoe 
Livery to Burton’s Landing, an 
eight-mile downstream trip estimat- 
ed to take the fastest paddlers about 
60 minutes. 


“Amateur wannabe racers of 


canoes and kayaks may enter the 
not-so-world-famous .. . races on 
Saturday afternoon,” joked Dr. Dick 
Crissman of Shagbark Angus 
Farms, the races’ sponsor.

As the co oeists must carry 
their boats flour blocks along 
Peninsular Avenue before jump- 
ing in the AuSable River at 
Ray’s Canoe Livery on Saturday 
night, the Black Bear partici- 
pants will follow the spirit of the 
Marathon by running one block 
on Michigan Avenue before 
jumping on their bikes Sunday 
morning. 

From then on, it’s a race as to 
whether a canoe or a bike hits 
the finish line in Oscoda first. 

“The racing canoes average 
from eight to nine miles per 
hour, while a fast cyclist can 
average speeds close to 30 miles 
per hour,” said Wayne Koppa, 
event chairperson and Marathon 
volunteer. 

On Sunday, the fastest bikers 
are estimated to hit the Mio area 
at 9:48 a.m., McKinley at 10:14 
aim., Glennie at 10:50 and 
Oscoda at 12 noon. 

Spectators are welcome along 
the course to greet and cheer on 
all the riders. 

The bicycle tour features a 
100-mile “century” route that 
crosses the AuSable River five 
times and has several class 
options for competitors. Or

3:38:20. Bonnie Karas of 
Rochester Hills was the fastest 
female in ‘all four years with a 
personal best of 3:49:40 in 
2003, 

Bikers who don’t aim to beat 
the Marathon racers can still 


enjoy this tour by riding a 


relaxed pace. The finish line in 
Oscoda stays open until 4 p.m., 
giving cyclists the opportunity 
to ride the route fast or leisurely. 


“The route contains some of 


the most beautiful scenery in the 
world,” said Koppa. “The State 
Forest in the Mio area has been 
identified by Bicycling maga- 
zine as one of the ‘50 best areas 
on the planet to ride.’ Forests of 
towering pines and the AuSable 
River cutting through the™and 
make for breathtaking views.” 

The Black Bear ts sponsored 
and run by the Grayling Rotary, 
which will provide a baggage 
truck and support vehicles along 
the route, as well as the $1,000 
in winnings and assorted raffle 
prizes.

Although only one Canoe Marathon 
paddling team will be the first to cross the 
finish line in Oscoda this year, there will 
be at least one event taking place during 
Marathon week in which everyone is a 
winner.

commemorative hat. 

“It just makes you feel good,” said 
Cherven. 

As an additional boost to Special 
Olympics programs throughout the state, 
ten percent of all!

Canoeist Verien Kruger display on exhibit in Roscommon 


A display featuring the adventures of 
Verlen Kruger on waters in the Western 
Hemisphere is on exhibit at the AuSable 
River Center in Roscommon through 
Labor Day. An early-model canoe and a 
later example of the boats he built, as well 
as his personal gear and journals, are 
included in the display. 

Kruger, who died August 2, 2004, left a 
“magnificent, remarkably diversified lega- 
cy in his wake,” wrote Janet Perry in the 
Christmas 2004 issue of Canoe News. “He 
built a serics of sturdy, seaworthy canoes, 
made and broke world records for dis- 
tance, speed, location and direction as he 
paddled around two continents, and he 
established a community consciousness 
for wetland environmentalism . . .” 

Kruger, who began paddling at age 41 
and continued until 81, logged more than 
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100,000 miles on adventurous expeditions 
in his 40-plus prototypes of paddle crafts 
— enough to earn himself 11 inclusions in 
the Guinness Book of World Records. 
Often with a partner, he planned and 
executed feats such as paddling upstream 
in the Grand Canyon and Mississippi 
River. | 
Written accounts of his adventures can 
be found in One Incredible Journey by 
Kruger and Klein and The Ultimate Canoe 
Challenge by Frentz and Kruger. Other 
accounts of Kruger’s travels can be found 
at www.krugercanoes.com and in several 
editions of Canoe and Kayak magazines. 
In 1978, Kruger, of Lansing, earned an 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon Iron 
Paddler award for completing ten plus 
Marathons. At that point, the 56-year-old 
paddler had completed 13 races. In the 


1980 Marathon, Kruger became the oldest 
paddler to finish the Marathon in the top 
ten up to that point with his 9th place fin- 
ish at age 58. 

Kruger was born in Indiana in 1922. 
The second of nine children, he quit 
school at 14 to help out his family. Drafted 
into the Army, he became a reconnais- 
sance tank driver in World War II, then 
graduated from the Army Air Force flight. 
training school as a pilot and commis- 
sioned officer. He became a flight instruc- 
tor, training advanced fighter pilots, and 
then served a tour of duty flying P-51’s 
over Korea and Japan. 

He met Genevieve (Jenny) Seavolt dur- 
ing his pilot training at Michigan State 
University, and they were married during 
his stint in the service. After moving sev- 
eral times, the Krugers settled in Lansing, 


where they reared nine children and 
Verlen worked in the plumbing business. 

In his early 40’s, he discovered canoe- 
ing in Ontario and established Kruger 
Canoes LLC. Throughout the next four 
decades, he paddled over 100,000 miles — 
30,000 ‘miles more than anyone else in the 
world, according to the Guinness Book of 
World Records. Although he had been to 
all 50 states before discovering canoeing, 
he subsequently rediscovered 48 of them 
by canoe. 

The AuSable River Center, staffed by 
volunteers, is located at 602 George 
Street, behind the CRAF Center, in 
Roscommon. It is open on Fridays and 
Saturdays from 12 noon to 4:30 p.m. 
through Labor Day.
